Mat it please tour Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit to your Excellency the accompanying tables, relating to 
the produce of the crops in Ireland in the year 1S98. 

The tables showing the acreage under crops laid before your Excellency, in August 
last, have been carefully revised, and the figures regarding this subject contained in 
the present Report are as correct as such statistics can reasonably be expected to be. 

I hope to have all the available details regarding agriculture in Ireland in 1898 
fully arranged and submitted to your Excellency early in the present year in the usual 
annual detailed Heport on Agricultural Statistics. 

Comparing the extents under the chief cereal crops in 1898 with those for 1897, we 
find an increase of 5,563 statute acres, or 1 1*8 per cent., in wheat ; a decrease of 9,759 
acres, or 0 - 8 per cent., in oats; a decrease of 12,492 acres, or 7'3 per cent., in barley; and a 
decrease of 669 acres, or 5 1 per cent, under rye. In green crops, potatoes decreased 
by 12,352 acres, or 1*8 per cent. ; turnips decreased by 2,037 acres, or 07 per cent.; and 
mangel wurzel and beet root increased by 1,306 acres, or 2‘4 per cent. In other crops — 
flax decreased by 11,068 acres, or 24 '3 per cent.; the area for hay from clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation increased by 14,912 acres, or 2'3 per cent. ; and 
the area for hay from permanent pasture or grass not broken up in rotation, decreased 
by 16,584 acres, or 1*1 per cent. 

Compared with the average acreage for the 10 years 1888-1897, turnips show an 
increase of 3,618 acres, or 12 per cent., mangel wurzel and beet root an increase of 
5,896 acres, or 11*8 per cent., and clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation an 
increase of 15,992 or 2’5 per cent. ; but each of the other chief crops exhibits a decrease 
in the extent devoted to it, the decrease in wheat being 13,552 acres, or 20 ‘4 per cent.,, 
in oats 61,715 acres, or 5'0 per cent., in barley 16,035 acres, or 9‘2 per cent., in rye 
1,065 acres, or 7'9 per cent., in potatoes 75,151 acres, or 10-2 per cent., in flax 50,634 
acres, or 59 ’5 per cent., and in the area for hay from permanent pasture, or grass not. 
broken up in rotation, 4,380 acres, or 0’3 per cent. 

Comin^ to the question of the rates of produce of the crops, we find that the average 
yield per acre of each of the principal crops in 1898 was greater than that for 1897, and 
also aoove the corresponding mean rate for the 1 0 years 1888-97. Dealing first with the 
yield per acre as compared with that for J897 : — the rate for wheat rose from 15 -4 to 
]8‘8 cwts. ; that for oats from 13‘8 to 16'0 cwts. ; for barley from 15*2 to 18‘9 cwts. ; 
for bere from 127 to 13‘G cwts. ; for rye from 1 0'8 to 1 2'9 cwts. ; for potatoes from 
2 - 2 to 4‘4 tons ; for turnips from 13‘4 to 16’8 tons; for mangel wurzel and beet root 
from 137 to 18’0 tons ; for flax from 25 -6 to 31 - 2 stones ; for hay from clover, sainfoin, 
and grasses under rotation from 2'25 to 2- 34 tons ; and for hay from permanent pasture 
or grass not broken up in rotation from 2'4 to 2 '5 tons. 

Comparing the average yield per acre in 1898, with the mean yield for the 10 years 
1888-97, we° find the following increases in 1898 : — Wheat from 15 - 9 to 18*8 cwts,,

oats from 147 to 16 0 cwts., barley from 16 -9 to 18 ‘9 cwts., here from 13 '3 to 13-G 
cwts., rye from 127 to 12 ’9 cwts., potatoes from 3'4 to 4 -4 tons (an increase of about 
30 per cent.), turnips from 14 0 to 10'S tons, mangel wurzel from L4*G to 1 B O tons, flax 
from 28-0 to 31*2 stones, hay from clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation from 
2T to 2'3 tons, and hay from permanent pasture or grass not broken up in rotation 
from 2 - 2 to 2‘5 tons. 

The total estimated produce of wheat in 1898 was 994,513 cwts., being 37 0 per cent, 
over the produce for the preceding year, but 57 per cent, under the average for 
the ten years 1888-97 ; the total quantity of oats was 18,684,258 cwts., being L4-9 per 
cent, above the produce in 1897, and M7 per cold, above the average for the ten years 
LS8S-97 ; the quantity of barley was 2,979,610 cwts., being 152 per cent, above the 
produce in 1897, and 1'5 per coat, above the average for the ten years 18SS-97; 
here yielded 2,027 cwts. against 1,876 cwts. in 1897, and an average of 4,042 cwts. 
for the ton years 1888-97 ; and the produce of rye was 157,968 cwts., being 11 '6 per 
cent, above that for the preceding year, but 7* 0 per cent, below the average for the 
ten years 1888-97. 

The total produce of potatoes was 2,942,263 tons, being 96*4 per cent, above 
the yield in 1897, and an increase equivalent to L 5 *8 per cent, as compared with 
the averago produce for the tou years 1888-97. The turnip crop was 5,162,886 tons, 
being 24‘9 per cent, over the produce in 1 897, and 2l'G per cent, above the average for 
the ten years 18S8-97 ; and the total quantity of mangel wurzel and beet root was 
1,009,573 tons, being 347 per cent, more than in 1897, and 38 ‘0 per cent, over the 
average for the ten yearn 1888-97. 

The yield of flax was 6,724 tons, being 7'5 per cent, under the produee 
in 1897, and 55 3 per cent, below the average quantity for the ten years ISS3-97. 

The produce of hay from clover, sainfoin, and grasses under rotation was 
1,527,630 tons, showing an increase equal to G'5 per cent, as compared with the 
quantity in 1897, and the quantity of hay from permanent pasture and grass not 
broken up in rotation was 3,749,993 tons, being 2*6 per cent, over the quantity of 
such produce in 1897. The aggregate quantity of hay under both headings 
(5,277,623 tons) is 189,70(5 tons, (or 3*7 per cent.) over that for 1897, and shows au 
increase equivalent to 10‘8 per cent, as compared with the average produce for the ten 
years 1888-97.

POTATO CROP. 

In 1880 a Special Return to Parliament was made as to the acreage under each variety 
of potato, their yield, and their liability to disease at that time. 

Since that period an annual return has been made of the acreage and yield of each 
variety of potato in Ireland, which has been published as part of the Agricultural 
Statistics ; that for 1898 will be found in Table V., on page 20. 

As already stated the acreage under potatoes in Ireland in 1898 was 664,864 
as compared with 677,216 in the year 1S97, showing a decrease of 12,352 acres.

The main feature observable in the foregoing statement is that 70 -0 per cent, of the 
acreage under the potato crop in Ireland consists of Champions, leaving only 30 'l> 
per cent, for all other varieties — the percentage of some of these being so small as 
to be barely appreciable when put into figures. 

The '‘Champion” potato was first introduced in quantity into Ireland in the year 1 880, 
after the failure of the potato crop in 1879. Since that year it has constituted the 
main potato crop of the country, as shown by the following statement, from which, 
however, it will also be observed that since the year 1891, the proportion under 
Champions shows a gradual decline from 797 per cent, in 1891 to 70-0 per cent, last 
year.

A reference to Table V., page 20, where the acreage under potatoes is set out for each 
variety by counties and provinces, and for the whole of Ireland, will show that in the 
county of Dublin and in the following Ulster counties, viz. : — Antrim, Donegal, Down, 
Londonderry, and Tyrone, there is less tendency to rely on Champions than in the 
other counties of Ireland. 
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Bee-keeping Statistics for the Season, 1897. 

The inquiries made in the preceding twelve years relative to the extent to which bee- 
keeping is followed in Ireland, and the degree of success attained in this special branch 
of rural economy, were repeated last year with reference to the season of 1897, and 
the results will be found set forth in Table VI. on page 21. In 1890, at the request of 
the Irish Bee Keepers’ Association, the Form previously used for collecting information 
on the subject was varied in some respects, and additional details were obtained. 

According to the Returns received there would appear to have been an increase 
of 39-0 per cent, in the quantity of honey produced in 1897, as compared with the 
preceding year, the returns for which showed an increase of 15*4 per cent, as compared 
with the quantity in 1895. 

The quantity of honey produced, according to the Returns, was 382,030 lbs. ; of 
this 125,219 lbs. were produced in the province of Leinster; 117,528 lbs. in Munster; 
87,339 lbs. in Ulster; and 51,944 lbs. in Connaught. Of the 382,030 lbs., 227,820 lbs. 
were produced “in Hives having Movable Combs,” and 154,210 lbs. “in other Hives.” 
It was stated that 178,713 lbs. was “Run Honey,” and 203,317 lbs. “Section Honey.” 

The number of stocks brought through the Winter of 1897-98, amounted to 21,796 ; 
of which 10,511 were in hives having movable combs, and 11,285 in other hives. See 
Table on page 21. 

According to the returns collected there were 4,255 lbs. of wax manufactured in 
1897 ; of which 1,879 lbs. were from hives having movable combs, and 2,376 lbs. from 
other hives. 

The Returns received in 1897 gave the quantity of honey produced in 1896 as 
274,809 lbs. ; the number of stocks brought through the winter of 1896-97 as 16,503 ; 
and the quantity of wax manufactured in 1896 as 3,832 lbs. 

The following Table shows the quantity of Honey returned as produced in Ireland 
during each of the eleven years, 1887-97, with the average annual quantity for the ten 
years 1887-96. 

The quantity produced in 1897 was much greater than that for any of the preceding 
seven years, and shows aD increase of 29 '7 per cent, as compared with the average for 
the ten years 1887-96.
